Rogers Asks Repeal’ | 


WASHINGTON — Congressman 
Paul Rogers introduced legislation 
today to repeal the excise tax on 
telephone service. | 

Rogers said, “To repeal this tax 
will cut-everyone’s telephone bill byg| 
10 percent. Florida. telephone us- | 
ers would immediately realize sav- | 
ings of well over $20 million each 
year.’ 

The Florida Congressman state- 
ed that the tax is paid by tele- 
phone us<rs and not the telephone 
compan: He said the Federal 
government imposed the tax dur- 
ing World War II in an effort to 
curb unnecessary use of the tele- 
phone, and that telephone com- 
panies pay the 10 percent tax to 
the government after they collect 
it from subscribers .

Millions In Taxes 


Came Thru Hialeah 


HIALEAH—The State of Flor- 
ida, its 67.counties and old age as- 
sistance fund all derived record- 
revenue from Hialeah’s most suc- 
cessful horse race meeting, Janu- 
ary 16 through March 3. 

Florida's pioneer track, cele- 
brating its 40th anniversary (1925- 
1965) produced an unprecedented 
total of $6,613,701.28 in taxes for 
the state. Of the all-time high 
$75,770,975 wagered at the 40-day 
meeting this winter, the state re- 


| ceived $6,061,678 as its 8 percent, 
| along with $391,613.50 as 50 per- 


cent of the breakage and $160,- 
409.78 in admissions taxes. 

Thc grand total in taxes to the 
state from Hialeah since 1932 now 
stands at $121,771,303.47. During 
that period, the track was closed 
becausé of World War 11, in 1943 
and 1945. 

Of the immense revenue the 
State of Florida receives from Hi- 
aleah racing, the 67 counties share 
equally in 3 percent of the total 
mutuels handle and all of the state 
admission taxes, while old age as- 
sistance receives 5 percent of the 
total mutuels handle and 50 per- 
cent of the breakage. 

Thus, Hialeah’s 1965 operation 
will enable the 67 counties to 


split up a total of $2,433,539.03, ' 
while $4,180,162.25 will go into the |
